The word translated “quick” in 
this verse in living or alive. The 
word of God is a living word, 
wholly distinct from all other 
books for just one reason, 
namely that it contains blood 
circulating: through every page 
and in every verse.

the good and bad servant, and 
the parable of the salt and that 
of the light. We remember the 
pictures of Jesus in our 
illustrated Bibles. He appears in 

in our mind’s eyes as the 
Good Shepherd wearing long 
golden hair, beards, anc 
mustache, dressed in long white 
robe, and carrying the 
shepherd’s crook. Or as a child 
in the Temple talking to the 
elders and astonishing them with 
His wisdom. It is well so to think 
of the Master as He went about 
doing good and preaching good 
in the long ago. Many people of 
many nationalities in the years 
since He walked the earth have 
journeyed to the Holy Land in 
the hope of coming closer to 
Him in that setting. 


But how often do we think of 
LIVING CHIRST the Christ who 
is vital in this day and age-here 
and now and who is the most 
powerful influence in our world 
today? It is He who lives in the 
hearts and minds of millions of 
Christians throughout the world 
and even occupies an important 
place in the lives of many who 
do not call themselves by His 
name, 


It occurs to me it would be 


helpful to picture Christ in a 
particular modern setting: How 
would he look driving an 
automobile? You ask, “How is it 
possible to do that? That is so 
different from my ordinary 
thinking about the Master.”’ It is 
possible to draw a very accurate 
and natural picture of the Master 
driving an automobile. A review 
of His own teachings clearly 
reveals the sort of driver he 
would be. It is perhaps not 
necessary to picture Him behind 
the wheel of an automobile as a 
man of any partucular size, age, 


that you love one another . 


_ would take 


eth ee 


dress, or color, of hair or eyes, 
or complexion. But I do think 
that He would appear manly and 
courageous and would be 
wearing a smile on His face and 
would not be scowling at the 
other drivers on the road. 


Why do I think it would be 
helpful to picture the Master 
driving a car? Because it. seems 
that for some reason we 
Christians often appear to be 
least like Christ when we are 
driving. 


How can we know how Christ 
would appear when driving a 
car? We could recognize Him by 


_the way He drove. How can we 


know how He would drive? We 


ean know this surely from what 


He taught us. 


He is the One who gave us the 
Rule that is basic to all rules of 
the road. THE GOLDEN RULE’ 
‘‘Whatever you wish that men do 
to you, do so to them.” Furthur 
He said, “A new commandinent 
I. give unto you that you love 
one another; even as I love you, 
And again, “You shall love 
your neighbor as yourself. 


With these teachings of His in 
mind, I feel sure that no matter 
how big and new and shiny and 
powerful His car, He would not 


drive so fast and recklessly as to 
endanger others on the road. He 
set a high value on human life 
for He said, “Why even the hairs 
on you head are all numbered.” 
He would not pass on a blind 
curve, or on a hill, or at an 
intersection, or a long string of 
cars on a crowded road to serve 
some small selfish interest at the 
expense of danger to the life and 
limb of His neighbor. 


He would take care to set a good 
example for younger drivers for 


- He said **But whoever causes one 


of these little ones who believe 
in me to sin, it would be better 
for him to have a great millstone 
round his neck, and to be 
drowned in the depth of the 
sea.” He set such a high value on 
children that I feel certain He 
special care in 
driving near a school or where 


_ children are playing. 


He would not get angry and flick 
His strong lights up to get even 
with the driver He met who did 
not lower his. How do I know 
He would not? Because He 
taught, ‘‘Love your enemies, do 
good to those that hate you, 
bless those who.curse you, pray 
for those who abuse you.” He 


- would not crowd pedestrains off 


the crosswalk or come rushing 
up to crosswalks and stop with a 


- sereech of brakes frightening 


pedestrains half to death. You 
can all think of other bad and 
selfish driving practices that He 
would not indulge in. Perhaps 
you can remember that you did 
indulge in some of these 
yesterday of even today and 
perhaps you ~ will compare 
yourself to the DRIVER 
CHRIST to your disadvantage. 


The Master would not be overly 
critical of the other fellow’s 
driving. You remember He said, 
‘‘Why do you see the speck that 
is in your brother’s eye, but do 
not notice the log that is in your 
own eye?” 

One more thought- He would 


not shout at the other fellow 
who makes a mistake in driving, 
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“You fool.’ For it was He whe 
said, “Whoever says, ‘“‘You foot” 
shall be liable to the hell of 
fire.” 


To sum up-if our Master should 
appear on our roads driving a car 
we would surely recognize Him 
for He would drive as a Christian 
should, 


What do you suppose would 
be the effect if all drivers of 
automobiles, trucks, and busses 
in the United States would set 
up as their ideal in driving THE 
IMITATION OF CHIRIST? 
What would happen if they 
would all suddenly determine to 
drive as they imagine that Christ 
would drive if He were driving in 
their place? Over-night there 
would be a great and 
magnificent transformation in an 
important phase of American 
life. 


Every year around 55,000 
people are killed in motor 
vehicle accidents, more than 
1,000,000 are injured, several 
hundred: thousand of them 
seriously injured. Many more 
people havei. been killed in 
motor vehicle accidents in the 
United States than in all the 
wars that the United State has 
ever been engaged in. Many of 
these accidents results from 
wrong attitudes on the part of 
the drivers, from 
un-Christian-like attitudes-from 
trying to get ahead of the other 
fellow, from lack of 
consideration for the rights of 
others, from petty selfishness, 
from trying to save a few 
minutes time at the risk of 
endangering the lives and limbs 
of others, from _ throwing - 
Christianity to the winds when a 
most important places to be a 
Christian is out in public when 
we are driving, then we are 
where all can see and know 
whether or not we are really true 
followers of the Master. Let us 
drive as we imagine He would 
drive and how He would want us 
to drive. “By their fruits ye shall 
know them”.

supply items to bases around the 
globe. But to hundreds of 
Philadelphia youngsters, who 
have had a brush with the law, 
he is known as the Reverend 
Hunter, Chaplain of the 
Philadelphia Youth Study 
Center, responsible for advising, 
counseling and giving spiritual 
guidance to the young people 
detained at the Youth Center. 


Throughout his career, Elder 
Hunter has made concern for his 
fellowman a virtuah way of 
life, with. particular emphasis on 
the 
comtemporary society. Thus, at 
the end of a full eight-hour night 
tour of duty at DISC, he 
considers his work day only 


beginning as he assumes the role 


of Chaplain, friend and 
confidant to the young people at 
the Youth Center. 


_ Before his evolvemcnt at the 


center, Elder Hunter served on 
the Chaplaincy Staff of 
Philadelphia’s Mercy Douglass 
Hospital, as well as in field work 


with the American Bible 
Society, the American Tract 
Society, Tyndale Press, 


Scrupture Press and the Gospel 
‘Light Publications. He worked 
for a while with the Presbyterian 
Church of Philadelphia as an 
evangelist. During the summer 
months he drove a _ mobile 
Vacation Bible School through 
the Philadelphia ghetto areas. 
From this unit he taught Bible 
verses and Black History to the 
many children who came. 


An appointment in 1970 to the 
Council of Chaplaincy 
Ministeries in Institutions and 
membership on the Gratford 
Prison Committee, coupled with 
his abiding interest in youth led 
him to his current ministry at 
the Youth Center. The 
institution, due to a limited 
budget, had no _ formal 
Chaplaincy Program. Setting up 
a workable plan required a full 
time effort by a dedicated 
volunteer, who would be willing 
to work almost around the clock 
and with no compensation. 
Without such a volunteer, no 
realistic program would have a 
chance to succeed. 


Elder Hunter recalled his visit to 
the center as part of a special 
committee of the United 
Methodist Church to look into 
the possibility of setting up a 
full-time chaplaincy service at 
the center. 


* “When I first came to the center 


and saw what was needed, I 
couldn’t turn down the 


problems of youth in 


challenge,’’ he said. And 
immediately he took leave from 
his job and set up a summer 
program. “Project 70” included 
various outdoor activities; a trip 
to the Philadelphia Zoological 
Gardens, a boat ride down the 
Delaware River several picinics 


in: the city’s parks. Social 
activities planned for inside 
entertainment, also, were 


scheduled semi weekly. 


Chaplain Hunter served without 
compensation until September, 
when a grant from the United 
Methodist Church took care of 
his expenses for seven months. 
Presently, he is being funded by 
the Philadelphia Presbytery. 


Word of Elder Hunter’s project 
quickly reached the DISC 
Commander, who is an avid 
proponent of active involvement — 
with young people. In 
response to Chaplain Hunter’s 
invitation to visit-and tour the 
Center, General Smith 
expressed a desire to meet and 
talk with some of the young 
people and to assist in any way 
possible to work at the Center. 
General Smith was impressed 
with the program, but voiced his 
concern about the limited 
budget on hand to continue 
Chaplain Hunter’s program. : 


Now that Reverend Hunter is 
back at full-time job and at the 
same time continuing shis work 
at the Center by acting as 
Chaplain Coordinator, he is not 
alone. His zeal and concern for 
the youth is now supported by 
General Smith and the more 
than 2,000 employees of DISC. 


Magazines, books, games and 
puzzles are now being collected 
by the DISC employees for 
delivery to the detained 
youngsters. 


“This weekly shipment is an 
important adjunct to the viable 
chaplaincy program,” Rev. 
Hunter said, then added, “To see 
those youngsters dive into the 
magazines and games is a 
heart-warming experience 
indeed. We are continuing the 
program and it is now better 
than ever. : 


“I’m grateful to God, ”’ sums up 
Chaplain Hunter quietly. “for 
my relationship with General 
Smith and the wonderful people 
at DISC and to all the other 
churches, businesses and 
individuals who have assisted in 
this work.”

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FACING THE FUTURE 


The future is inevitable. It comes 
to all things, places, and people 
that exist. Yes, even the rock 
that hangs from the cliff in the 
mountainside has a future. 


A few weeks ago thousands of 
the youths in America met the 
requirements and_ graduated 
from various institutions of 
learning to move on into what? 
For some it will be higher 
education. For others it will be 
the utilization of skills and 
knowledges acquired. A_ large 
number will accept the call and 
go into a branch of military 
service. Many will embark in a 
life of ‘crime and degredation. 
But all will enter another phase 
of life, the future. | 


Some of them will marry or 
remarry and bravely face and 
accept their responsibilities. 
Others, unabie to cope with 


their responsibilities will evade 
them __ and drift with the 
tide. While still others, who are 
adults, will cheerfully become 
someone elses’ responsibility. 


As one sits in the 
commencement auditorium and 
peers down the many avenues 
that lead into the future, he 
cannot but wonder, what makes 
the difference? Why do some 
people choose the wrong 
direction? Why is the right way 
so often obscured? Why do some 
good people go astray? Why do 
some bad ones reform? What 
really makes the difference? I 
am sure I do not have all the 
answers. But, however, I would 
like to point out some important 
facts that are worthy of 
consideration. 


One thing that should be 
realized is that each person is an 
unique individual. Although 
similar to others, he in many 
ways, is different from all other 
individuals. If he shares an 
opinion with someone, he may 
be so different in his mannerism, 
speech patterns, personality, or 
temperament that he just 
wouldn’t fit into the same mold. 
One can truly see why God has 
allowed man the freedom of 
choice. 


A person’s actions in the future 
are influenced, not only by what 
he does today, but also, by what 
he is today. Hereditary factors 
determine his size, his height, 
‘and the color of his skin and 
hair. They also give him his 
innate abilities, his natural 
drives, his feelings and emotions, 
his personality traits, and may 
contribute to his attitudes about 
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himself and others. Can one 
wonder why Plato said “Know 
Thyself.” What did he mean? 
Don’t be a person who stands 
before a mifror' with closed 
eyes. One must be able to accept 
his limitations and face his faults 
and failures. When Isaiah saw 
himself, he cried out, ‘Woe is 
me.” 


_ David in his desire to become 


better acquainted with himself, 
realized that the finite realm was 
too limited. He saw that a 
thorough knowledge. of oneself 
was only possible through 
infinite eyes. Therefore, he said, 
‘Search me, Go God, and know 
my heart: try me, and know my 
thoughts, 
Hereditary factors may be 
considered as_ pressures 
stemming from within: There are 
also. pressures from without, 
environmental factors, that have 
a tremendous influence in the 
way an individual faces the 
future. 


The war in Vietnam certainly 
fits into this category. Some, 
who have not been touched by 
it, may not give it serious 


. thought. But many others know 


it is not a fantasy or mirage. 
Their broken hearts and homes 
will not let them forget. Mothers 
have been left with fatherless 
children and children have been 
left with widowed mothers. 
Some of these children are 
among the recent graduates. This 
war will have a terrific impact on 
many youths as they face the 
future. 


Today young people are uniting 
and performing more and more 
activities in groups. There are 
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hippie and yippie movements. 
There are music festivals where 
the yough are exposed to dope 
and unlimited sex. There are 
gangs that thrive on crime and 
violence. These various groups 
are steadily growing and others 
are forming daily, drowning 
their members from all classes of 
people. The Apostle Paul 
considering the dangers of 
environmental factors declared 
in. Cor. 15:33. *‘Evil 
communications corrupt good 
manners. 


Many youths will go astray 
because they have lost faith in 
the older generation. They have 
found out by observation, from 
association, and from the news 
that not only does corruption 
exist among some city and state 
politicians, but the Federal 
Government and military. forces 
have exposed much within their 
ranks that make us hang our 
heads in shame. 


How then can the older citizen 
help the younger ones. Exhort 
them to take the advice of 
Solomon in Proverbs 3:6 “In all 
thy ways acknowledge him, and 
he shall direct thy paths.” The 
parent can start in the home. He 
can be an example for the child 
and train him in the fear of God. 
It has been said “‘the home that 
prays together stays together.” 
In a prayerful home there is 
unity, tolerance and 
understanding. President 
Johnson, in his June 1965, 
commencement address at 
Howard university, said “The 
family is the cornerstone of our 
society. More than any force it 
shapes the attitudes, the hopes, 
the ambitions and values of the 
child. When the family collapse, 


‘it is the children that are usually 


damaged. When it happens on 
massive scale the _ entire 
community itself is crippled. 


Young people when making 
decisions don’t seek the easiest 
or shortest way out; seek the 
best way even though it may be 
hard and long. The only way to 
climb a mountain is up the 
rough side. If the mountain is 
too smooth the climber finds 
himself slipping and sliding 
down. It is only the rough places 


that offer something to grasp. 


The rough side of the mountain 
may leave one bruised but if he 
gets to the top, the joy of 
succeeding will make the bruises 
less painful. 


Do not frame your diploma and 
forget it but let it be a reminder 
that “For unto whomsoever 
much is given of him shall be 
much required. Luke 12:48. Let 
it be a reminder that the task is 
not finished. It will never be 
finished. For as long as there is 
existence there be will be goals 
to be reached, races to be run, 
battles to be fought and a future 
to be faced. This is the question. 
How will you face your 
tomorrow? Do you know the 
answer?

Last year, Elder Hunter - 
and the three children made a 
tape for the television program 
‘Thought For Today”, shown 
on WRCV-TV, channel 3, a local 
Philadelphia station. The 
message, “How Deep is Your 
Involvement? ” brings a direct 
question to the public regarding 
their concern and love for their 
fellowman. Rev. Hunter poses 
question, ‘‘Who is Your 
Neighbor? This film will be seen 
for the next two years, once 
every month; opening the 
station in the morning and or 
closing it at night. 


Elder Hunter’s most recent 
commendation for community 
work was received in April 1971, 


when he was a candidate for the 


*,Federal Employee of the 
Year.” He was not selected; 
however, he received a 
Certificate of Recognition for 
his accomplishments and 
involvement in community 
activity. 

At the time to this writing, the 
Hunters are busy involving 
themselves in the community. 
Mrs. Hunter, who attends the 
many socials and church services 
arranged by her husband, stated 
convincingly, “Christians service 
is rewarding. Just to know that 
you have given of yourself to 
help someone brings great 
satisfaction. 


“The experience of trusting God 
and witnessing the power of His 
hand on each of our lives in a 
joy to behold,” is the way 
Chaplain Hunter summed up his 
work of the past months.
